The 
cntrince to danger buildings are protected by 
boards placed edgeways, so that whan the door 
is open nothing in the shape of dirt can work 
in. This also serves as a check to anyone 
who might thoughtlessly proceed to en- 
ter ‘without having first removed his , boots 
and put on the. overalls that are kept 
just inside the door. Doors are made to 
open outwards, so as to. enable the) men 
{o escape the wore readily; and, on the 
approach of a thunderstorm the works are 
stopped and the operatives repair to the differ- 
ent watch-houses scattered over the 300 acres 
covered by these extensive works. Every week 
the machinery is inspected, and the reports as 
to its condition are printed and filed, [n the 
case ofa danger building needing to be repair- 
ed, it must first be washed out’before a hammer 
or other iron tool is admitted to it. When art- 
ficial light is required, as in working at night 
or in dull weather, the lights are kept outside, 
being placed on the, yindow ledges. In the 
case of the works magazine, which is surround. 
ed with water, no light of any kind is ever per: 
mitted near it, These are only a few of the 
precautions against ‘acide pe_-works.; 
they are_sufficient, however, to show how lively 
imust be the sense of danger. Men in powder 
houses usually have an arranged plan of escape 
ia—their-minds;
